Blackcap Benedict Meets Tragic Death. 

Breeders generally and those especially of 
Indiana will learn with sorrow of the un- 
timely death of Mr. Glen C. Forgy’s good 
breeding bull, Blackcap Benedict, which oc- 
curred on Saturday afternoon, June 23d, 
when the big barn on Mr. Forgy’s Oak Ridge 
Stock Farm was burned to the ground. The 
loss is reported at about $10,000 and was but 
partially covered by insurance. The fire was 
discovered late in the afternoon and by the 
time the men arrived at the barn there was 
no possible chance of getting the bull, which 
luckily was the only animal in the barn, out 
of the burning building. From the Logans- 
port Pharos-Tribune is taken the following 
comment: “Oak Ridge Stock Farm is one 
of the best known over the state of Indiana. 
Mr. Forgy has been breeding pure bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle for several years and 
has conducted many successful sales of high 
grade animals. Breeders from all over the 
United States have visited the farm and 
stock has been shipped to many parts of the 
country. Mr. Forgy has a large number of 
cattle on hand but all of them were confin- 
ed to a pasture field with the exception of 
the herd bull. Efforts to determine the 
source of the fire have been unsuccessful. 
The blaze had gained such a headwav when 
discovered that it was impossible to determ- 
ine in which part of the barn the fire had 
started.”

THE PLACE OF THE ABERDEEN 


BY ROBERT C. AULD 


The best of all breeds is the Old Buchan Humlie, 
For in it’s combined all that’s good and that’s comely! 
While setting the style that brought life to the 
Doddie, 
With the staunchest of bone, blood, bottom and 
body. 

I have been asked, in view of the fact that 
Polled Aberdeen was the name by which 
Americans first came to know the breed 
now styled Aberdeen-Angus, and were us- 
ing that name, why American breeders so 
unwittingly and innocently came to acquire 
the habit of using the name Angus instead 
of the Premier Aberdeen. 

The answer is readily found in articles 
appearing in The Breeder’s Gazette; and 
of these we may begin with the communi- 
cation of Mr. James Browne, ex-President 
of the Canadian Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association, who in The Gazette, February 
15, last, wrote: “In an article from the late 
William Watson, shortly before his death, 
there are the following words, ‘I say “An- 
gus,” as the breed (i. e., the “Angus”) was 
considered distinct at that time from the Ab- 
erdeen’.” Mr. Browne is rather unfortunate 
in his quotation because on referring to 
William Watson’s article October 15, 1897, 
he was not, as Mr. Browne would suggest, 
discussing the question of the name at all, 
but was simply giving a name to the class 
of cattle exhibited by the late Hugh Watson, 
and one other exhibitor—Capt. Ogilvie of 
that ilk—at Perth in 1829. Mr. Watson was 
absolutely right, however, in restricting the 
name “Angus” to these exhibits, as they be- 
longed to the local county breed alone, to 
the exclusion of the northern breed, especi- 
ally, which had already made its mark at 
the Highland Society’s previous shows, as 
William Watson, indeed had proclaimed in 
an earlier article (The Gazette, August 27, 
1885), in which he said: “The distinction 
drawn between the two breeds from Angus 
and Aberdeen disappeared in 1824, and in 
that year it was noted that the premium for 
the best ox in the yard fell to a Polled Ab- 
erdeen-Angus.” This is also unfortunate 
for the argument that Mr. Browne would 
promote; the history giving no countenance 
to such a view. That there was a “distinc- 
tion,’ as “well informed” students well 
know, is shown by the simple fact. that the 
Aberdeenshire breed had a class to itself; 
and that the “Angus” was included in a 
mixed class; actually associated with the 
Galloway! the steer that won the first 
“championship” for the polled of any breed 
at a national show being, besides, neither 
a Polled Aberdeen-Angus, nor an “Angus” 
but a pure Polled Aberdeen. The distinc- 
tion to which William Watson alluded did 
not begin to “disappear” until the show at 
Aberdeen, 1834 when the class for the north- 
ern polled breed was styled “Polled Aber- 
deen and Angus” which declared the rela- 
tive dominance of the two. 

William Watson, who had been a resident 
of this country for years at length found op- 
portunity, to wax eloquent, while the flood 
of importations poured in from Aberdeen- 
shire and rose up to acclaim his former fav- 
orites, in which no one but could sympathize. 
He found a ready disciple in the late John 
S. Goodwin, who from Beloit, Kansas, step- 
ped forth into the arena as the expounder 
of the “Angus.” Trained, as the public un- 


derstood, to the law, and therefore accept- 
ed as possessing that judicious mind that 
belonged to one who had occupied the proud 
position of police magistrate or justice in 
Beloit, and possessing a very suave manner, 


he had an audience anxious to learn what he 
had to say. 

In a paper read by him before the Mit- 
chell County Farmers’ Association, Kansas, 
he said (with what logic the reader may 
decide): “There is no such thing as a ‘pure 
polled Aberdeen’ or a ‘pure polled Angus’ 
* * * Aberdeen is frequently omitted and as 
the only race of Angus known is the polled 
Angus, even the word polled is being omit- 
ted and the breed is now generally known as 
Angus cattle.” “The great shaking up of 
dry bones occurred at Paris in 1878 when 
at the Universal Exposition 3,000 head of 
cattle were shown and the proud McCombie 
swept the ring with the ‘Angus’ doddies. 
It has become a familiar tale to you how 
Paris won as a two-year-old and how he 
and his herd of five heifers won in a ring 
of 1,700 head and took the cake. And was 
not he shown in your streets, old Judge 
1150, the noblest Angus of them all, who 
not only took the cake, but the whole bake 
shop at the same exposition? Are not the 
bones of the ‘world beater’ now resting in 
Mitchell county soil, on the banks of the 
Solomon, where he met his untimely fate?” 

In regard to this it may be recalled that, 
according to the “Judge’s” own standard, 
there was NO ANGUS at Paris in 1878. 
Sir George Macpherson Grant’s entries were 
styled in the French catalogue, Polled Ab- 
erdeen; Bruce’s (one), Aberdeen; and Mc- 
Combie’s, Aberdeen and Angus—the name 
he had himself been the first to originate 
and adopt. But the “Judge” gravely announ- 
ced the victory as a “pure Angus” victory! 
Then, in regard to the bull “Judge”—the 
“world-beater.” It would be enlightening 
to learn how this appellation arose and who 
invented it—I say, interesting, from the his- 
torian’s standpoint; for it may surprise the 
“well informed” in the United States to be 
told that the bull not only secured but one 
first prize in his class, but in his class had 
but one competitor among the 3,000 men- 
tioned by his American owner. This is ra- 
ther staggering in view of the statement 
as to “the noblest of them all, taking not 
only the cake, but the whole bakeshop as 
well!” There was nothing “pale” about the 
worthy Judge’s words! 

This paper was delivered about the same 
time, let us recall, that Hon. J. D. Coburn, 
who always correctly informed himself 
about what he was writing and was very 
prominently indentified with the live stock 
interests in the judge’s own state, gave an 
address a report of which appeared in The 
Gazette in which he commented on “the 
black muleys from Aberdeenshire, that ten 
years ago we did not even know the name 
of (when the Shorthorns were selling from 
$10,000 to $40,000 each) and that now the 
world’s best humbled themselves to at Par- 
is.’ Thus the name of the winners at Paris 
was correctly reported by and introduced to 
the American breeders by one of the high- 
est authority, who knew. 

Then the “Judge” began his series of ar- 
ticles in the Gazette on “The Families of 
Aberdeen-Angus Cattle,” which promised to 
be a “fair and impartial review,” declaring 
that “No one takes a greater delight than 
the writer (the Judge) in tracing Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle back beyond herd-book days— 
back until they are lost in the ‘mists of an- 
tiquity;’? nor does it seem reprehensible to 
place the results of such researches before 
the breeders.”’ And so we find him in deal- 
ing with the Erica family following William

In regard to the above the Zaras descent- 
ed from Dorrit of Rothiemay and they 
were, of course, Aberdeenshire; but why 
not the Jennets? They are descended from 
Old Jenny Lind, bred by Pirie of Collithie- 
a herd in Aberdeenshire that lasted dow 
to the present year when it was disperse, 
owing to the failing health of its owner, 
James Bruce who was “sib” to the breeder 
of Old Jenny Lind. But the “Judge” places 
them in the Angus category because Bowie 
Mains of Kelly, secured the foundation 
the family known at Mains of Kelly as the 
Jennets, Jenny Lind, from Tillyfour! Th 
same comment applies to Old Jock, sire of 
Pat (the sire of Hanton) and of Angus. ie 
is a lineal descendant, according to Willian 
Watson, of old Tarnty Jock, “one of the 
Brechin” lot purchased by Hugh Watson 
the Brechin, also, of Judge Goodwin's Quee! 
Mothers and Panmure. And the ten heifer 
and bull “coffed” in 1810 by Hugh Wats

bred Poland Chinas but if we were fixed 
so we could care for some good cows we 
would surely have some pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus. 

Three years ago I entered the Calf Club. 
I chose an Aberdeen-Angus heifer from my 
father’s herd of grade cows. I began feed- 
ing her the first of March but did not find 
out until August that the age rules had been 
changed. My calf, according to the new 
ruling, was too young to be in either class. 
But I kept on feeding her and took her to 
the county fair and was awarded the same 
as first because she was the calf shown. 
I also won first in a judging contest, giving 
me a free trip to the Junior Live Stock 
show in South St. Paul. I had been per- 
suaded to feed my calf another year so I 
thought I might get some pointers for the 
next year. 

I attended the show and paid particular 
attention to the placing of Reserve and 
Grand Champions. Among other reasons 
given, the judge said he placed the Grand 
Champion over the Reserve grand cham- 
pion because his flesh was firmer. I took 
that idea home with me and resolved that 
my calf would be firm. Well, as a result 
of too much concentrated and not enough 
laxative feeds my calf put on a firm flesh 
—yes, too firm. It was hard, but I thought 
that was what they wanted. I showed her 
at the county fair and won first prize. I 
was told by the judge that her flesh would 
have to be softened. I did soften it some 
before the show in November but not 
enough. I was awarded fifth in the open 
class and third in the Aberdeen-Angus. She 
weighed 1240 pounds and sold for 14¢ per 
pound. 

I resolved while still at the show that I 
would try again. So the day after I re- 
turned home I went up to my father’s farm 
and selected a bull calf about two weeks old. 
I persuaded my father to let me take him 
and his dam home. His dam was a grade 
cow but his sire was an Erica bull, which 
Campbell Brothers had raised. 

I kept the calf coming through the winter 
and started feeding him the 14th of March. 
He weighed then 430 pounds. I let him 
nurse his dam and began to feed him his 
ration of ground oats, ground barley and 
a little oilmeal. He received no corn till 
the 25th of July. He got no grass but was 
given alfalfa hay. 

After a six months feeding period, I 
weighed him the 14th of September and he 
had gained 480 pounds—weight then 910 
pounds. This gain was made on 770 pounds 
of oats, 240 pounds of corn, 150 pounds of 
bailev, 35 pounds of eilmeal and 500 pounds 
of alfalfa hay. He nursed his dam during 
the feeding period. 

I showed him.at the county fair and was 
awarded first prize in Senior Calf Class for 
which I got $25.00. I then showed him in 
the Aberdeen-Angus class and won cham- 
vion for which I received a gold watch. He 
had also gotten too hard so I attempted to 
soften him before the Junior Live Stock 
show in November. His dam had dried up 
so I put some milk in the feed I had soaked 
for him, but he refused to eat it and from 
then on would not even eat soaked feed. I 
then boiled barley for him. He ate this for 
about a week and then refused to eat any 
more of it. I then had to fall back entirely 
on dry feeds so supplied bran for a part of 
his rations, and quit feeding corn. 

He softened some by show time but not 
enough. I won first prize in the Senior 
Calf Class and Champion over all the Aber- 
deen-Angus. I was well pleased as it was 
much more than I ever expected when I left 
home. 

I sold him at the auction to the Minne- 
apolis Tribune for 30c per pound. He weigh-

Robert Gray was born at Methlick, Aber- 
deenshire, Scotland, Dec. 21, 1847, and pass- 
ed away at the home of his daughter, Mrs. 
Wayne Dinsmore, in Chicago, Illinois, June 
4, 1923, age 75 years past. He was married 
in Scotland to Margaret Kinnear and eight 
children were born to this union, seven of 
whom are still living. He removed from 
Scotland to Canada in 1887 where he engag- 
ed in farming for eleven years, and then 
came to Iowa in 1898 where he was again en- 
gaged in farming until February, 1901. He 
then moved to Ames in order that his chil- 
dren might have better opportunities for ed- 
ucation. Within a few weeks after they came 
to Ames his wife passed away and was bur- 
ied in the cemetery at Ames where his re- 
mains now rest beside her. 

Immediately after coming to Ames, Robert 
Gray was employed by the Veterinary De- 
partment of the Iowa State College, where 
he continued for almost twenty years, or un- 
til December, 1920, when he retired from ac- 
tive work and went to live with his daughter 
in Chicago. His hopes of giving his children 
better educational oportunities were fulfill- 
ed, for three are graduates of the Iowa State 
College, and all are respected and useful 
members of society. 

Robert Gray was a member of the Pres- 
byterian church in Scotland, in Canada, and 
at Monticello, Iowa, never having transfer- 
red his letters to a church at Ames. His in- 
tegrity, honorable life, and faithfuiness to 
duty made him loved by all who knew him.

rticularly for that purpose—of pick- 
ing up likely individuals to dispose of to 
the Angusshire breeders. And this was the 
case, Without any mystery about it, of the 
ancestresses of Queen Mother and Pride of 
Aberdeen and Panmure—the foundation 
dams of both these lines being directly the 
result of purchases of Buchan heifers, by 
the Angusshire dealers who had, according 
to William McCombie’s understanding, sup- 
plied Hugh Watson with his famous ten. 
So that we see that even in these clear cases 
the Judge did not extend that credit to 
them, that he did up to a certain point in 
the case of the Ericas, the Ruths, the Miss 
Watsons and Jilts; if he had he would have 
had to admit that the Queens and Prides of 
Aberdeen were NOT of Angus, but of Aber- 

origin. 

~— Geaaue was also the writer of the 
article on the breed in “The Cyclopedia of 
American Agriculture,” edited by Dr. Lib- 
erty Hyde Bailey (Vol. 1, 1908), in which 
he said: “According to occasion the cattle 
were known as the Angus Doddies and as 
Buchan Hum(b)lies, and yet as Polled Aber- 
deens... The word polled was used to indi- 
cate the hornless Aberdeenshire cattle and 
thus to distinguish them from another breed 
now almost extinct, which inhabited the 
same shire and had horns. ... At a still 
later time the breeders of these hornless 
cattle in the various parts of northeastern 
Scotland came together, and, deciding that 
the cattle were all of one breed, proceeded 
to choose a suitable name. To please the 
partisans of the two districts in which most 
of these cattle were then to be found, the 
name adopted was Polled Aberdeen or An- 
gus cattle. This name became shortened by 
dropping the word “or” and putting a hy- 
phen in its place. It has been further ab- 
breviated, because in the passing (!) of the 
horned breed, of Aberdeenshire, the word 
polled being now deemed unnecessary. The 
idea has also been adopted by the Polled 
Galloway breeders, so that this breed was 
known as Galloway. Both in Scotland and 
in America, even the name Aberdeen-Angus 
has been shortened and in Scotland the cat- 
tle are generally referred to as “The Polled 
cattle,” while in America they are called the 
Angus cattle (p. 331-332). 

Now, the following are the historical 
facts: At the early shows of the Highland 
and Agricultural Society the first class of 
Scottish cattle for which premiums were

_ provided was for the Aberdeenshire breed— 


a class wholly and distinctly appropriated 
for them. The third class (the second be- 
ing for the West Highland breed) for Scot- 
tish cattle was for those of “Fifeshire, Gal- 
loway, Angus, and any other breed”—a com- 
bination class for breeds apparently limited 
m numbers—which was proved by the fact 
that during the existence of the class no 
Angus” of any kind, appeared; and only 
an occasional exhibit from Fifeshire. There 
Was no distinction then between the horned 
and the polled of any of these named—the 
horned of Angusshire, and of Galloway, and 
of Aberdeenshire being all eligible to com- 
pete where they belonged. But it was in the 
Aberdeenshire class that the FIRST in- 
Stance of a polled animal appeared at the 


national show, in 1824, and it was the 
FIRST polled champion. 

In 1829, the society having decided to ex- 
tend its activities moved to Perth, and (as 
Dr. Ramsay supposed) provided at the earn- 
est solicitation of the late Hugh Watson, a 
class for “Angus” cattle; he and Capt. Ogil- 
vie of that ilk being the only exhibitors; the 
class being positively restricted to “Angus” 
cattle, which excluded cattle of the polled 
variety from all other counties entirely lim- 
iting the competition and emphasizing the 
fact that the polled of Aberdeen, etc., were 
distinct. This is shown by the ‘fact that at 
the next breeding show, at Dumfries, 1830, 
the Galloway had its own distinct class, 
while at Inverness in 1831, the class was for 
the Polled Aberdeen of its own region from 
Kincardine north to Caithness. But there 
was a class for Galloways, the presence of 
which was in strange contrast to the ab- 
sence of the “Angus.” Thus, at the very 
beginning of the showyard and historical 
career of the polled breeds in Britain, we 
find the one significant fact of the Aber- 
deen as the first to appear and at a national 
show; as well as the limited area of the 
“Angus” and the wide range of the polled 
Aberdeen; the “Angus” was solely a county 
breed, the Aberdeen claiming all the north 
of Scotland. 

Never, in these days, were the Gal- 
loway called the “Polled” in Scotand, any 
more than were the Angus or the Aberdeen. 
The term “polled” Galloway was a name or- 
iginated by the English purchasers to des- 
ignate the hornless individuals of the cattle 
that were sent into England from all over 
Scotland. As Galloway had no native name 
for the hornless, it was necessary for the 
English to find a name for them themselves, 
and they used the English appellation “poll- 
ed.” The term “doddie,” applied to the An- 
gus came into use about the same time—the 
end of the eighteenth century; while that of 
humlie, applied to the hornless breed of 
Buchan or Aberdeenshire, had been in uni- 
versal use in Aberdeenshire and adjoining 
counties as far back as 1523—four hundred 
years ago. So the insistence of the use of 
the term “doddies” by Angus breeders is 
stultifying and merely proves the modern 
origin of their “Angus.” The insertion of 
the “b” in humlie is bastard; “it does not 
belong.” It was the “bull” of Dr. Samuel 
Johnson, who thought the word was the same 
as that applied to the singless bee—humble, 
which has a totally different derivation. 

Following the Inverness show came that 
at Aberdeen—the capital city of the breed— 
in 1834, where there was a class for Polled 
Aberdeen and Angus. And here is where 
the “absorption” occurred and the conjoint 
name by which the “breed” was to acquire, 
arose. Though the class gave an opportuni- 
ty for the “Angus” to appear and Hugh 
Watson exhibited two bulls, he did not se- 
cure a prize; and there were no cows from 
his county either. After this, the Gallo- 
ways sometimes were exhibited with the 
northern polls in one class; when this did 
not happen the names of the other two 
would alternate; but finally the Highland 
and Agricultural Society of Scotland, put 
its official seal on the form, Aberdeen and 
Angus. 

There was no coming together of the

breeders to decide that the cattle (Aber- 
deen and Angus) were all one breed and 
proceeding to choose a suitable name, as it 
had always stood, stood unchanged for the 
breed, the Aberdeen having really absorbed 
the Angus, if it need be said. And there is 
no evidence—a phrase applicable in “Judge” 
Goodwin’s case—of any attempt to “please 
the partisans of the two districts.” But 
even if this had been so, it surely ought ‘to 
have appealed to the Judge’s judicial mind, 
that as the name remained Aberdeen-Angus, 
the Aberdeen must. have had a right to its 
place. 

We are carried along the years by the 
title-page precedent of “The Polled Herd 
Book, containing the pedigrees of animals 
of the Polled Aberdeen, Angus and Gallo- 
way breeds,” which indicated that each of 
these breeds was considered a distinct va- 
riety; but while the two first were then al- 
ready wedded, that is, were being interbred, 
they were kept distinct from the Galloway. 
When the Galloway breeders took over the 
copyright of the Galloway section, the name 
became “The Polled Herd Book containing 
the pedigrees of Polled Aberdeen or Angus 
Cattle” in which the two breeds so desig- 
nated were recognized as one. But, as Mr. 
Goodwin says correctly, in this instance, the 
Aberdeen and Angus officially still retained 
the prefix “The Polled Cattle.” In 1879 
“The Polled Cattle Society” was instituted 
“for the purpose of “preserving the pedi- 
grees of Polled Aberdeen and Angus cattle.” 
But as the Gallowa'y breeders as well as the 
Suffolk polled breeders made represcnta- 
tions that the form “The Polled Cattle” did 
not exclusively apply to the Polled Aber- 
deen and Angus, and that it infringed on 
their rights, the Polled Cattle Society, rec- 
ognized the plea and ceased the use of the 
prefix and “Polled Aberdeen and Angus” 
remained. 

A final word in regard to Mr. Goodwin’s 
researches into the prehistorical period with 
which he was so unfamiliar is in regard to 
his allusion to the Horned breed of Aber- 
deen. This breed certainly had attained a 
high place.in the estimation of feeders all 
over Scotland; but in Aberdeenshire itself 
its home rival outpaced it; and at the High- 
land Show of 1831, at Inverness, while the 
Polled Aberdeen made a famous showing 
there was no exhibit of the other. The 
breed had then “passed;” not so recently as 
Mr. Goodwin would suggest. But the Angus 
Horned breed existed to a much later date 


—as market quotations of that breed ap- 


pearing in public reports, so late as 1846, 
prove. It must not be forgotten that Aber- 
deenshire covered an area at least double 
that of Angus, the former being sharply di- 
vided into the Lowland and the Highland re- 
gions—the one the home of the homy] cattle, 
the other of the horned. There was plenty of 
room for both; and each had its advocate. 
The name Buchan meant “the land of cattle” 
—while Mearns, the ancient name for Kin- 
cardineshire was equally famous as “the 
country of herdsmen.” It was in Buchan 
that homryl cattle had their earthly “para- 
dise” in the prehistoric days, and it was 
from this “cattle land of Buchan’”—full of 
bulls, and cows and heifers that the other 
counties acquired their foundation stock. 
In no other county can the lineage of the 
breed be traced with such clear proofs of 
an ancestry unequalled by any breed in 
Britain. 

In conclusion it may be said, that the 
fame of Brechin as the especial marketing 
place of the Buchan humlies for Angus- 
shire was the common property of the deal- 
ers of the time, it was a tradition of gen- 
erations; and became historic; all of which 
is apparent from the origin of the leading

Banff, Moray, Nairn, Inverness to Caith. 
ness, as in Angus, had the “deciding” jn- 
fluence in the recognition of the Aberdeen 
as the parental source. That the dominant 
type was that of Aberdeenshire is evident 
from the fact that it was the Aberdeen 
type that scored all the world victories; and 
made it the market standard in Britain. It 
was the same inspiration as to the most 
economic type that similarly led to the “cre- 
ation” of the Aberdeenshire Shorthorn; un- 
less there had been this ideal common to 
the breeders of both in Aberdeenshire, there 
never would have been the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed nor the Aberdeenshire Shorthorn of 
teday, to claim precedence as the preemi- 
nent beef types of the world; for both came 
out of the same “alembic” of achievement, 
Robert C. Auld.
